The destruction of rats has been begun in the city, 
the number collected amounting to about 400 daily. The use of 
traps has been made compulsory by police regulations and a bounty 
of 1 cent (Mexican) is paid for each rat, 

Plague — Hongkong. 

During the week ended May 29, 1914, 218 cases of plague were 
notified at Hongkong. The total number of cases notified from 
January 4 to April 20, 1914, was 61!, with 438 deaths, 

Plague-Infected Rats Found— Hongkong. 

During the two weeks ended April 20, 1914, 5,516 rats were exam- 
ined at Hongkong. Of this number, 178 were found plague infected. 

JAMAICA.
